BAORAMENTO, Jan. 15.—A Dill

CAMPBELL URGES LAW

(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 

PHOENIX, Jan. 15.—Referring to 
the f. W. W. as a “lawless organiza- 
tion,” and stating that technicalities 
may not be employed to interfere 
with the course of justice, Gov. 
Campbell, in his message to the 
fourth State Legislature, today rec- 
ommended enactment of a law which 
will establish as a felony the doc- 
trine of ndtealtam which advocates 
crime, sabotage and violence as a 
means of accomplishing industrial 


and professionali reform. He recom- 
mended elimination of the $350,000 
limit of indebtedness in order that 
irrigation projects may be under- 
taken to reclaim lands and make 
them availabie for returning service 


men. 
Special attention was given a state- 
ment that the State had lost 


$6,000,000 since Statehood by unau- 
thorized expenditures of public offi- 
cials and boards. The Governor Frec- 
ommended a close audit of all offices 
and the establishment of a budget 
with set sllowances beyond 
which State officers could not go. 

The joint session was in the House 
chamber, with President Johns of the 
Senate presiding. At the conclusion 
of the address President Johns, in 
a happy speech, presentod the Gov- 
ernor the gavel he had used it had 
been made trom the wood of an old 
log cabin at Prescott that had served 
to house the first Territorial Legis- 
lature in 1864. The gift, he stated, 
Was from the eight Yavapai county 
legislators, some of whom had been 
boys with the Governor. :

Afms and ammunition, coal and 
coke, motion-picture films, quinine 
and its compounds, and jute yarn 
and jute nitrate bags are the only 
important commodities other than 
food on the new list. The kinds of 
foodstuffs enumerated have been 
materially reduced. 

Commodities not on the conserva- 
tion list, it was explained, require 
no individual export licenses for 
shipment to the United Kingdom. 
France, Belgium and Japan and 
their colonies. To other destinations 
export licenses in most cases will be 
granted freely.

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RNAUTO National League Magnates Decide on Drastic Cut in Salary Limit: Other Re- 


trenchment Plans Adopted and Recommended to American League. 
Minors Meet and Formulate Their Ideas on Draft Rules. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—Na- 
tional League baseball players 
will receive an unpleasant sur- 
prise with their 1919 contracts 
as a result of the magnates’ ac- 
tion today in adopting a club 
salary limit of not moré than 
$11,000 a month. This is the 
most radical financial: retrench- 
ment attempted by a major 
league in many years and will 
prove a startiing upset to those 
diamond stars who have ex- 
pected a continuation of the 
high salaries and long con- 
tracts of pre-war days. 

Under the new regulation, 
which was adopted Ly a vote of 
six to two, the maximum 
monthly salary limit during the 
playing season must not exceed 
$11,000 plus the manager's 
salary. This will make the sea- 
sonal pay roll foot up approxi- 
mately $60,000 for a playing 
period of about five and a half 
months. With a club roster of 
twenty-two players the average 
will be $500 per player per 
month. The new rule carries 
as a penalty a fine of $6000 for 
every infraction. 

Originally the regulation car- 
ried a much smaller limit and 
there was a long argument 
over the proposed rule. Several 
amendments, each increasing 
the amount, were offered in 
turn until the limit was raised 
to $11,000. When this came to 
a vote, all the clubs § except 
— York and Chicago favored 


Salary limitation was the ont- 
standing feature of all-day ses- 
sions of the National League 
and the National Association of 
Prvufessional baseball clubs. The 
minor organizations agreed on 
the form of their request for 
lifting the draft regulations 
and the senior major leaguers 
went on record regarding a 
number of proposed chances 
which they desire the American 


League jointly to adopt at the 


special meeting of the two 
leagues tomorrow, as well as 
several additional alterations 
of their own by-hws. 

The National League desired 
to amend the waiver rule so 
players cannot be recalled once 
waivers are asked and also stat- 
ed that it was the sentiment of 
the organization that a similar 
rule was desirable with the 
American League to cover cases 
of players waived from one 
league to the other. No action 
was taken on the player limit, 
it betng decided to consult with 
the American League magnates 
tomorrow in order that the low- 
est possible limit might be 


agreed upon. The present regu- 


lations call for twenty-one play- 


ers in the American League aft- 
er May 15 and twenty-two in 
the National. 


The National also readopted 
the rule barring the beginning 
of spring practice earlier than 
thirty days before the opening 
of the season. This will per- 
mit the clubs to operate after 
March 23, and President Heyd- 
leg stated that since this date 
falls on Sunday he would con- 


sider the presence of the play- 


ers in camp on the previous Sat- 
urday within the letter of the 
rule. Sending pitchers to ‘“boil- 
ing- out“ camps at the expense 
of the clubs previous to this 
date will also be considered a 


violation. 


Changes in the present world 


series rules were also favored 
and will be discussed with the 
American League at the joint 


meeting tomorrow. It is pro- 
posed to amend the rules piac- 
ing the players upon a percent- 


age basis as far as the money 
awards are concerned, without 
fixing a maximum or minim@m 
amount as was the case last 
season. 


Dividing a portion of 


the players’ pool among the 
men of the first four clubs as in 
the past was advocated. It was 
also decided that in the future 
the National League club par- 
ticipating in the series shall 
turn back 60 per cent. of its 


share of the gate receipts to the 
league treasury in place of the 
usual 25 per cent. 


There was no discussion of 


the National Commission sys- 
tem other than the league still 
favors a central chairman if the 
three-man commission is to be 
continued. This matter will 
come up at the joint meeting to- 
morrow afternoon, which the 
Nationals went on record today 
as favoring as an annual affair. 
It was moved that President 
Fred Mitchell of the Chicago 
club and Vice-President John J. 
McGraw of the New York club, 
both of whom are managers of 
the teams. be permfted to rep- 
resent the league at the coming 
joint meeting, but the motion 
was lost, four to four. 

The National League sched- 
ule calling for a 140-game sea- 
eon was considered and referred 
back to the Schedule Committee 
for approval and publication. 

A note of impending war was 
sounded after a somewhat 
lengthy deliberation on the part 
of the bushers at the Hotel Biit- 
more this afternoon. at which 
ten minor circuits had repre 
sentation. The ultimatum, which 
calls for the alternative of an 
open break,‘ gives the major 
league club owners until 6 
o'clock Friday night to accept 
the conditions dcmanded. 
conditions are four in number 
and will be presented in the 
following official phraseology: 

THE DEMANDS. 


(1.) Major league clubs may 
arbitrarily purchase one player 
from each club of the class AA 
leagues for $7500 between No- 
vember 1 and November 10 of 
each year. In the event cf the 
player not being retained by the 
major league purchasing club 
for the ensuing baseball year 
outright tithe is to be reseld to 
the minor leacue club from 
which purchased for the sum of 
$2500. 

(2.) A new governing board to 
be fermed to administer rules 
and laws for both major and
